The Elba City Council voted 


Monday night to begin enforcing 
city and state laws on abandoned 
homes and empty lots. 

Operations Officer Henry Clark 
reports there 49 homes and 27 va- 
cant lots which are in violation of 
existing laws. The city is getling a 
lot of complaints on these properties, 
according to Clark. He explained 
that it has been three years since the 
flood and some owners are doing 
nothing about repairing or removing 
flood damaged houses.

Mr. Clark told council members 
city hall was willing to work with 
any of these property owners if they 
would show some positive effort to 
restore the home or clean up the lot. 

The council agreed with a request 
from Mayor Ricky Haywood that an 
informal letter to these property 
owners would be the best first effort. 

This will be followed by a cer- 
tified letter signed by the Chief of 
Police requiring action be taken 
within a limited time. 

A Head Start program will be 
started in Elba by next January, ac- 
cording to a letter received by Clark 
from Jose Henderson, Head Start Di- 
rector for the Community Action 
Agency covering this seven county 
area. His office is in Troy.

Construction is tentatively sched- 
uled to begin in September. The cen- 
ter will open on January 3, 1994 and 
operate until May 13th, Plans are to 
begin with 34 students in two class- 
rooms.

It was designed to place a 
sidewalk and bike path from the 203 
bypass, out Taylor Mill Road to the 
under construction school access 
road, near the Elba Country Club 
and down that road to the existing 
school loop. 

Pearce explained that a change in 
the grant requirements make it nec- 
essary to request additional funds. 
The federal guidelines require the 
bike paths and sidewalks be on both 
sides of the road. 

The Superintendent explained 
that if additional funds are not ap- 
proved, they will ask for permission 
to place the special walks only along 
the new school access road now and 
apply next year for funds to com- 
plete the project. 

Police chief Jack Parker reported 
the Elba police had received 20 com- 
plaints, including a bomb threat at 
the nursing home. He explained they 
now have installed traps to lock in a 
trace on the phones if this happens 
again.

Police of- 
ficers, assisted by staff members, 
performed the search, 

Elba Police Chief Jack Parker 
made it known that the person or 
persons responsible for the theaten- 
ing call should be aware that this is a 
very serious offense.

The Coffee County Board of Edu- 
cation, during Monday evening's 
meeting, made sure everything was 
on “go” for the upcoming school 
year. 

County schools are scheduled to 
begin classes on Friday, August 20. 
All students will return to the cam- 
puses on this date marking the begin- 
ning of the 1993-94 school year. 

Teachers and other staff members 
will began their duties on August 18 
and 19 two days prior to the students 
return. 

The hiring of a teacher, an aide, 
and approving a transfer brought the 
county schools’ staffs up to 100%, 

A first grade teacher was hired 
for the Zion Chapel Elementary 
School and a teacher's aide was em- 
ployed at New Brockton Elemen- 
lary. 

A teacher transfer from New 
Brockton to Zion Chapel received 
the board's approval. 

Superintendent Clayton Bryant 
presented a rough draft of job de- 
scription for county school coaches 
to the board members for study. 

Members recommended some 
modification to the job descriptions, 
The board will take further action 
concerning this matter al the next 
meeting, 

Bryant reported to the board that 
work was nearing completion on the 
re-roofing of the main building at 
Zion Chapel. Also, a pitched roof 
has been constructed on the old sci- 
ence building at Zion Chapel. It pre- 
viously had a flat roof,

For example, the White House 
claims that its tax increases will 
only be felt by the wealthiest Amer- 
icans, yet in reality those making as 
little as $9,000 a year will feel the 
pinch. The Administration says its 
budget plan will reduce the federal 
budget deficit by $500 billion in 
five years, yet the national debt will 
actually increase by $1 trillion in 
five years. Where is the credibility? 
Where is the truth? 

The truth is when the Clinton 
budget is passed into law, instead 
of budget cuts, we'll see job cuts. 
Increased business and fucl taxes 
only stab small business in the 
back. Nowhere is this more evident 
than in Alabama where there are 
more than 79,000 small businesses, 
many of which are struggling.

CLINTON BUDGET: SAY GOODBYE 
TO ALABAMA JOBS

In a weak economy surely the 
very last act of sanity would be to 
raise taxes. One needs only to look 
back to the infamous 1990 budget 
deal for ample example. The 1990 
tax hike was also intended to re- 
duce the deficit by $500 billion. 
But a year later, federal spending 
shot up $71 billion, the deficit in- 
creased $48 billion, and the econo- 
my entered into a double dip reces- 
sion, costing more than two million 
jobs. 

A key component of the failed 
1990 budget just so happened to be 
a 5-cent-per-gallon gas tax in- 
crease. Sound familiar? Ironically 
Washington still hasn’t learned 
from its mistakes. Under the Clin- 
ton budget, the gas tax would go up 
another 4.3 cents-per-gallon. At 
home, this tax alone would cost res- 
idents $443.4 million over the next 
five years, or $304 more for a two- 
driver family. This is 7.8 percent 
more than the national average. 

In addition to raising taxes 3 to 1 
over spending cuts, the Clinton 
budget also calls for retroactive in- 
come taxes, retroactive corporate 
taxes and retroactive estate taxes.

Nearly every family that has lived 
in Elba for any length of time has 
some of their loved ones buried in 
Evergreen Cemetery. Any number of 


families have several 
buried there. 

It is surprising that lots of people 
think of it as a cily cemetery. It is 
not. The City of Elba accepted that 
responsibility many years ago be- 
cause no one else did. It was not 
kept well at all. | remember very 
well the day that Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt died. We were in the Ev- 
ergreen Cemetery having a cemetery 
working when the news came that he 
had died at Warm Springs, Georgia. 

Dan Fred Prescott, a native of 
Elba, did a lot of research and long 
hours of work getting information 
that he compiled into a “History of 
Evergreen Cemetery”. Part of this 
will be from his work, to which eve- 
ryone interested in the Evergreen 
Cemetery should be indebted to him. 

In 1853 the road from Elba to 
Troy went by the cemetery. It went 
on up near Beaver Dam Church and 
cemetery and turned north up by An- 
tioch and on to Troy. This was done 
because they had to take the high 
country and the route with the least 
creeks and rivers to ford. I have no 
idea when it changed to its present 
route. 

The first graves that can be identi- 
fied are: James Ham, born May 8, 
1811, died June 21, 1848; George C. 
Yelverton, son of Gappa T. Yelver- 
ton, died July 19, 1849. I am sure 
there were unmarked graves prior to 
that and of course, over the years, 
many were unmarked. 

The Evergreen Primitive Baptist 
Church was there on the southeast 
comer of the cemetery in 1863. It 
was moved across the Pea River 
above the old swimming pool. It was 
on the left side of the road for a 
number of years. It was moved there 
in 1900. Thus came the name of the 
cemetery. It started around the 
church and was quite naturally 
called Evergreen. 

People were to choose where they 
wanted their lots to be and usually 
staked out whatever they thought 
they needed for their family, at no 
charge. This was done because John 
Fountain and his wife, Sarah, had 
deeded to the City of Elba, 11 acres 
of land on December 20, 1877 for 
the use of the cemetery. 

Mrs. C.E. Dorsey, known and 
loved by all, was called by her many 
close friends affectionately as “Aunt- 
ie”. She exuded charm and gracious- 
ness. She conceived the idea of es- 
tablishing a Perpetual Care Fund for 
the care and maintenance of the ce- 
metery. She died in late January of 
1970 before she could put her idea 
into effect. Mrs. J.V. Wright, Florie, 
was very close to the Dorsey family. 
J.V. had always been the center of 
the Dorsey operation since the early 
days. She took it upon herself to get 
Auntie’s ideas into operation. Sever- 
al people met at the new Hayes Fu- 
neral Home office to get a commit- 
tee formed. 

I] had better back track and tell 
how the cemetery was enlarged. As 
time went by, it became a necessity 
as we were running out of space. 

In 1948 L.P. Mullins was Mayor 
of Elba. Jordan Lindsey was a coun- 
cilman, L.P. called me and asked me 
to ride down to Kinston with them to 
talk to Mr. L.H, Price. Mr. Price had 
formerly lived just north of the ce- 
metery and owned land there. We 
talked to Mr. Price and he agreed to 
sell 1.4 acres next to the cemetery. 
This was paid for by the city. This is 
now the portion to the north of the 
third entrance. By 1962 we needed 
more space and there was not 
enough land to extend the boundar- 
ies to the degree that was needed. J. 
Drayton Smith agreed to sell the 
trustees 8.9 acres directly across the 
road from the Evergreen Cemetery. 
That was in 1962. It had to be pre- 
pared for a cemetery. It had been 
farm land for as long as I could re- 
member, Mr. and Mrs, J.B. Mills 
had a daughter that was killed by a 
vehicle in Geneva County. She was 
born June 13, 1953 and died Febru- 
ary 2, 1963. Her name was Evonne 
Mills, That was the first grave on 
that side of the cemetery. That side 
is now filling up fast. 

The best thing that ever happened 
to the Evergreen Cemetery Commit- 
tee was when they got Harris Wins- 
ton to accept the chairmanship in 
June of 1970. Under his leadership, 
drives were held to make up operat- 
ing funds for the cemetery to be 
properly run, Several of the ladies 
obtained, through a lot of hard work 
and perseverance, names and ad- 
dresses of people who had loved 
ones buried in the cemetery and 
would conuibute to our fund, It was 
a long, slow process. Harris got 
someone out of Troy to accuratcly 
survey and mark off lots on the new 
side, He even found a water line that 
meant one driveway had to be 
changed. He taught Ed Gullion, our 
caretaker al thal Lime, how to identi- 
fy the lots, 

He worked on getting the IRS to 
extend 10 us a lax-exempt number so

that memorials and donations were 
tax deductible. That came into effect 
March 31, 1972. He established a 
Trust Fund with the First Alabama 
Bank in Montgomery. In spite of all 
the hard work done by the commit- 
tee we still have less than $120,000 
in the trust fund. With interest rates 
so low, if we did not receive memo- 
rials, a few donations and the small 
amount from the sale of lots, we 
could not maintain, buy the equip- 
ment and pay the caretaker to keep 
the more than 20 acres. 

Ben Brunson bought the land for- 
merly owned by the Prices. His 
daughter Teresa is in the Elba Nurs- 
ing Home. In 1990 the committce 
had an opportunity to buy 1.98 acres, 
50 ft. x 400 fl. from her. Even 
though we were short of money, this 
land was adjoining the north and east 
section of the old side and we must 
have it for future use. We paid about 
$9,000 for it. It is in woods and 
needs cleaning up and prepared for 
use, We simply don’t have the mon- 
ey. 
Harris Winston had to resign as 
chairman of the committee in July of 
1986. He did a great job and got it 
all started. John Waylon Sharpless is 
now doing a good job in that posi- 
tion. 

The most impressive structure in 
the cemetery is a white marble mau- 
soleum with 6 crypts. It is surround- 
ed by 50 feet of white marble with 
four crypts outside. This was built 
by Alpheous Lee Ellis who was born 
in Elba. His father, A.O. Ellis, his 
mother, Lillie Lee and his wife, Hel- 
en Lansden are all at rest in 3 crypts. 
Lillie Lee Ellis was the daughter of 
Charles Stephen Lee, bom Decem- 
ber 31, 1863, died December 23, 
1943. Her mother was Ida Louise 
Lee, born April 15, 1870 and died 
August 14, 1948. They are buried 
not too far from the location of the 
Evergreen Primitive Baptist Church. 
The Charlie Lee home is still stand- 
ing. It is the large white house on the 
right on the New Brockton Highway, 
past Hayes Funeral Home on the 
left. 

Mr. Al Ellis was born in Elba on 
February 5, 1906. He attended A.P.I. 
(Auburn) and the University of Ala- 
bama. He left Elba in 1925 to go 
make his fortune. He did not inherit 
wealth as some people do. As one of 
my favorite actors, John Housman 
used to say in a financial commer- 
cial, “He made his money the old 
fashioned way. He earned it.” 

It is easy to say that Elba and 
Coffee County never had a person to 
succeed in any way close to what he 
has done. He did it with his own in- 
tellect and business ability. He has 
68 years in Florida banking, 5 years 
in Alabama when not in school. He 
is still Senior Chairman of Nations 
Bank of Florida and goes to his of- 
fice every day. His titles and board 
of directors are too numerous to list. 

Forbes Magazine listed him in 
1992 as one of the richest men in the 
USA with a worth of $460,000,000. 
In case we are not familiar with that 
many zeroes, that is 460 million dol- 
lars. 

In show business, particularly 
Broadway, when someone wants to 
produce a play and doesn’t have the 
money, they look for a rich “angel” 
to back it. That is somewhat frivo- 
lous, but I will take the liberty of 
calling him Al. We have written 
each other lately and have found a 
mutual friendship. I trust and pray 
that Al will become the cemetery an- 
gel and give us a donation, or memo- 
rial to his parents, wife, grandpar- 
ents, aunts, uncles and a myriad host 
of kinsmen, He has a trust fund for 
his mausoleum. If he would give us 
$200,000 it would enable us to clean 
up the property near his mausoleum 
and maintain the entire cemetery. 

Al, get your chauffeur and limou- 
sine and drive up to Elba and bring 
the check, I think it would be appro- 
priate to present it standing in front 
of the Ellis Mausoleum, You can 
give it to our chairman or I would be 
glad to accept it, It might mean in- 
stead of using my walking cane | 
would need my walker, That is al- 
right too, | am sure The Elba Clipper 
would be glad to be there for the 
event and picture taking. Al, do your 
lite town you were born in and will 
be your last resting place, something 
you can all be proud of and we will 
always remember you by. There may 
be someone in Florida that is richer 
but Mr, Harbert of the Harbert Con- 
struction in Birmingham and Winton 
“Red” Blount in Alabama can’t ap- 
proach what you have done.

On June 30, as part of the FY 
1993 appropriations legislation, the 
House of Representatives voted to: 

1. Slash $131 million from the 
Department of Education’s Drug 
Free Schools program. 

2. Cut $66 million from President 
Clinton's Capacity Expansion Pro- 
gram budget request. 

3. Cut $33 million from the cur- 
rent level of funding for the Sub- 
stance Abuse Block Grant. 

The Senate is scheduled to vote 
on the appropriations legislation at 
the end of the summer, and profes- 
sionals in the field of combatting 
substance abuse are fearful that the 
cuts might stand. Fiscal constraints 
have already caused treatment and 
prevention providers to “tighten 
belts” and scale down services, and 
local programs cannot continue to 
provide adequate services with less 
money. 

As executive director of a non- 
profit agency which has been com- 
batting substance abuse in Alabama 
since 1973, I urge interested partics 
to encourage their legislators to: 

-increase the Substance Abuse 
Block Grant by $100 million. 

-fund all other alcohol/drug treat- 
ment and prevention services at the 
level requested by President Clinton. 

-do not cut funding for any alco- 
ho]/drug treatment or prevention pro- 
gram. 

Alcohol/drug treatment and pre- 
yention programs work. As the na- 
tion focuses on reforming our health 
care system, we cannot ignore the 
important role which alcohol/drug 
treatment and prevention plays, and 
we must insure that funding for these 
services remain in the Senate FY 
1993 appropriations legislation.

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TWO OFFICIAL PLANS FOR A MUNICIPAL ELECTION SENT TO JUDGE

The City of Elba will hold a spe- 


cial municipal election in an effort to 
comply with a federal court order. 
The election will be cither next 
month or in November, confusion 
rcigns supreme at press time on 
which of these dates will prevail. 

On August 9th City Attorney 
Mark Vaughan gave the Elba City 
Council the July 28th mandate of 
the federal court judge on the long 
running municipal redistricting suit. 
Elba officials had voted last month 
to stop spending moncy defending 
the city’s position that the March, 
1990 census was flawed. The July 
court decision gave the city fathers 
15 days to file a plan for holding a 
new council election for all five 
council members, using the revised 
district lines set out by the court. 


The Council accepted a prepared 
resolution recommended by Mayor 
Ricky Haywood, which set Sep- 
tember 21st as the date for the spe- 
cial new election. They instructed 
the city attorney to immediately file 
the proper response with the federal 
judge. 

On Tuesday, August 10th City 
Attorney Mark Vaughan, in doing 
research on behalf of the City, found 
sections of the Alabama law which 
conflicted with the plans for the Sep- 
tember election date. 

The greatest obstacle Vaughan 
cited was the Alabama requirement 
that when voting district boundaries 
are changed, citizens must be given 
at least a 60 day notice of this 
change BEFORE an election can be 
held. 

Both Vaughan and Haywood told 
this newspaper Tuesday that the 
election would have to be delayed. 


Elba W & E Board approves transfer

The Elba Water & Electric Board 


last week approved the transfer of 
$100,000 from utility accounts to the 
City of Elba. 

Board Chairman Mickey Mur- 
dock said: Mayor Ricky Haywood 
had requested the funds due to some 
unexpected cost incurred by the city. 
He cited an increase in insurance and 
some unexpected engineering cost. 

The board also heard a request 
from County Commissioner Wendel 
Black for help in furnishing water to 
rural homeowners and the county 
landfill North of Elba on Highway 
125. Black said the county was pre- 
pared to fund the material cost and 
wanted Elba to assist with the actual 
installation of water lines and as- 
sume ownership and maintain ance. 

According to Black there will be 


of $100,000 to City of Elba’s coffers 


5.1 miles of lines with 40 or 45 tam- 
ilies available to connect. Black not- 
ed some homeowners are already re- 
porting contaminated wells and the 
new landfill isn’t even open. 

Monthly bills were “extremely 
high” Murdock told board members. 
After some discussion the board ap- 
proved payment of $44,657 in 
monthly bills. 

Light pole inspection continues 
and board members were told that a 
high percentage of the poles need re- 
placing. The utility will do this with 
city crews by hiring one other per- 
son, 

The financial report of the utility 
indicates that profits are down due to 
increases in expenses, mostly labor 
cost. 

The board named Electric Super- 
visor Jeff Puckett to the AEC Board. 

They also approved a cost of liv- 
ing raise for five retired utility em- 
ployees. 


Vaughan then prepared and filed 
with the federal courts, on behalf of 
the city, a two page plan which in- 
cluded dates for holding the elec- 
tions on November 23 and_ pro- 
visions for any necessary run-off on 
December 14th. 

However this week a Icgal notice 
was received by The Elba Clipper 
from city hall calling the election on 
the original September 21st date. 
That legal notice is being published 
in this issue of the newspaper. 

This newspaper has been told by 
reliable sources that the original res- 
olution adopted by the city council 
on August 9th, at the request of the 
mayor, was faxed to the federal 
courts by someone other than the 
city attorney, last week. 

At this point, if Judge Thompson 
does in fact have two “official” plans 
from the City of Elba, he will have 
to issue a ruling on which one he ac- 
cepts as the one which best fits his 
July 28th ruling. Only at that time 
will the people of Elba know ab- 
solutely the dates for the special city 
council election.

The suit claimed the federal gov- 
ernment had failed to publicize the 
availability of benefits of the na- 
tional flood insurance program.
